HON. JOHN P, HALE'S SPEECH, 

ON CANADA, 

IN REPLY TO GEN. CASSf 

(The following resolution was offered by 
Gen. Cass, w:ho made a long southern speech: 

“And be it further Resolved, That while tfe 
United States disclaim any designs upon the 
Island of Cuba, inconsistent with the laws of 
nations and with their duties to Spain, they 
consider it due lo the vast importance of the 
subject to make known, in this solemn man¬ 
ner, that they should view all efforts on the 
part of auy other power to procure posses¬ 
sion, whether peaceably or forcibly, of that 
Island, which as a novel or military position 
might, under circumslmr es easy to be foreseen, 
become dangerous lo their Southern const, to the 
Gulf of Mexico, and to the mouth of the 
Mississippi, as unfriendly acts directed 
against them, to be resisted by ail the means 
iu their power.” 

Mr. Hale’s amendment reads thus: 

“ And be it further Reso'ved, That while the 
United States in like manner disclaim any 
designs upon Canada, inconsistent with the 
Inws of the nations, and wish their duties to 
Great Britian, they consider it due to the 
vast importance of the subject to make 
known, in this solemn manner, that they 
should view all efforts on the part of any 
other power to procure possession, whether 
peaceably or forcibly,of that province which, 
as a novel or military position, must, under 
circumstances easy to he forgeen, become 
dangerous to their northern boundary and to 
the lakes, as unfriendly nets directed against 
them, to be resisted by all the means in their 
power.”) 

Mr. Hale.—Mr. President, as I introduced 
an amendment lo this resolution, 1 intended 
at some titling time, if it should he the pleas¬ 
ure of the Senate to hear me, address my¬ 
self somewhat at length fo that amendment. 

Mr. Cass.—Will the honorable Senator al¬ 
low me to read a passage from Mr. Rush’s 
“ Residence at the Court of London,” to 
which I have alluded ? 

Mr. Hale.—I have but little to say, and I 
shall soon be through. 

Mr. Cass.—1 will wait till you have fin- 

Mr. Hale.—I would have watted until that 
fitting time had come, if direct allusion had 
not lieen made to so humble an individual ns 
myself, both hi’ the honorable Stnator from 
Michigan, and the honorable Senator from 
South Carolina. 

On the 5th of March, 1770, several citizens 
of Boston wore shot down in State street by 
the British soldiery. Of course it 6enr a 
thrill of horror and indignation throughout 
the entire community, and the fact was an¬ 
nounced to a certain patriotic, Warm-blooded, 
and impulsive old gentleman—indignation 
stirred his heart and mantled liis counte- 
uanccaiml the emphatic expression which ho 
tittered deserves to be rememberer],, and to 
he painted in letters of light upon the walls 
of the Senate Chamber, that wo may remem¬ 
ber it; because it seems to be a lesson that 
is so -well practiced upon here. Saitl the old 
man: “These soldiers must be talked to.” 
That was what lie saitl. That was the whole 
ofit. That was the height to which lie was 
worked up when American citizens were 
slaughtered by British troops in the streets 
of Boston. He said these British soldiers 
must he talked to. Well, sir, they were talk¬ 
ed to ; hilt it did not amount to anything. I 
think this is one of our easilv-besetting sins 
—talking, everlastingly talking. Sir, talking 
would do some good, if, when the occasion 
indicated by the talking arrives, we would 
live up to our words. I have a word or two 
to say upon this. 

Both the honorable Senator from Michi¬ 
gan and the honorable Senator from South 
Carolina alluded to a remark which I made 
the other day, that we should back out. Sir, 

I trust 1 have as higii an appreciation of 
American patriotism, of American bravery, 
and of American ability to defend her rights 
against Great Britian, or against the world, 
as any niuu. It was not in reference to any 
such contingency that I spoke; and whoev¬ 
er will read the debates which were entered 
into the Senate upon the occasion when I 
made the remark, will see that it was not. It 
was in reference exactly to what the Senator 
from South Carolina denominated these 
“ long advertisements.” And 1 believe it is 
universally found to be the case, that the 
man who deals most iu them, deals least iu 
action. But, sir, I have not a doubt, and 
never had, that on any question that affects 
the interest ami honor of the country, where 
American pride, and American feeling, and 
American patriotism are touched, this coun¬ 
try might bid proud defiance to the world, 
and that without the prefatory admonition to 
the world of any resolutions about what we 
would do. 

I regret that so distinguished a Parliament¬ 
arian as the honorable Senator from Michi¬ 
gan should have made the long and able 
speech which he has made, and to which I 
listened with so much pleasure, without J 
coming to the real question pending before l 
the Senate. That question as announced by 
the Chair, 1 understood to be upon an amend¬ 
ment which I had the honor to propose.— 
That amendment was not that we should tell 
Spain that she should not sell Cuba. Why, 
sir, Spain has told ns that she will not sell it, 
and what good will it do for us to say that 
she shall not. Spain says she will not, aud 
she has given the best evidence in the world 
that she is sincere in the determination that 
she. will not sell it, because she has refused 
a pretty liberal-price which we offered her 
for it; and I think iu that she has made her 
act vindicate her words. She savs she will 
not sell it. We offered her 8100,000,000for 
it; she says she will not take it. And now 
you propose to fortify your position, by an¬ 
nouncing to the world that she shall not sell 
it to anybody else. The honorable Senator 
thinks that we ought to repeat these declar¬ 
ations, because, the peculiar circumstances 
of Cuba are such that iTcommamls the Gulf 
of Mexico and the outlet of the Mississippi 
river; that it is in a.commanding position to 
obstruct our commerce and navigation which 
goes into the Gulf of Mexico, and seeks the 
mouth of the Mississippi river. Weli, sir, I 
suppose that this country is not so low, that 
its patsiotisni is not of that doubtful charac¬ 
ter, nor its bravery of that spurious kind, that 
will take a position. before a weak nation 
which it will not assume before a strong one. 

I use the words “ weak ” and “stroug” com- 
parativlv, because 1 look upon Great Britian 
as a much stronger nation titan Spain. 1 ask 
if the local position of Canada, in any aspect 
in which you may view it, whether in rela¬ 
tion to the interests of peace or war, is not 
a thousand fold of more consequence than 
Cuba? 

During the exciting political canvass of 
1848—I am speaking historically now—the 
candidate of the great Democratic party of 


the nation, which has now swept the country, 
did not go to hed a single night when he was 
not within the reach of British shells, which 
might have been fired into his dwelling from 
the British possessions across t he river. 

Mr. Cass. — 1 slept very comfortably, 
though. 

-Mr. Hale.—Yes, sir: lie slept verv com¬ 
fortably ; and I suppose there w ere two con¬ 
soling reflections which led him to do so.— 
One w as, that he was safe in all coutingen- 

Mr. Cass.—Of the election, and from the 
other. 

Mi- Hale.— Yes, sir. I have no doubt. Safe 
from an election, and from the British bomb. 
With these convictions, 1 do not wonder that 
he slept well. 

Canada, or the British pessessions in North 
America, extend from the Atlantic to the Pa¬ 
cific ocean. They border on our inland 
lakes, and the commerce that finds its wav 
to the Atlantic ode a it over those lakes and 
through the New York canals, taking the 
whole of it, I think would he found equal at 
least to half of our foreign commerce. 

Mr. Seward and other Senators. More 
than all of iL 

Mr. Hale.—The commerce of these lakes, 
the internal’ commerce that is carried on 
them, aud through the canals, side by side 
with Great Britian, and liable to interrupt, li¬ 
able to he destroyed at any moment, exceeds, 

1 am told by several Senators around me, to 
whose superior wisdom 1 always bow with 
great deference, all our foreign commerce. 
Now, while we are looking with such anxious 
eves at Cuba; while we are speculating up¬ 
on the possible and remote Atontingeucies of 
how that portion of our commerce which 
finds its way to the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Mississippi river is to he affected by the ttc- 
qusiliou of the island of Cuba. I ask gentle¬ 
men thTit live on the Northern coast—1 ask 
those gentlemen that are liable to he waked 
up any night bv the sound of British can¬ 
non on British shores—if it is not worth 
while for us to turn our attention to our 
Northern borders, ami see how the naval and 
military resources of Canada in case we 
have a collision with the British Govertnent, 
may affect the position, the safety, and the 
prosperity, of that vast community which 
border these lakes and the waters that lie be¬ 
tween us aud Canada ? Would it not he as I 
well to intimate to Great Britian that she 
shall not sell Canada? It may be said die 
has no idea doing so. I do not know that, 
though, She has never been offered $100,- 
000,GOO for Canada; and it will bo time 
enough, I think, to sit down in safety aud 
security under the impression that she will 
for no consideration part with Canada, when 
she has refused $100,000,000 for it. At least, 
woultl it not be well, while serving a.notice 
on all the world of what we mean anti what 
we intend, to pick out somebody who, in 
eitcli an event, will be very likely to be our 
antagonist ? 

I have not time to go into the details and 
statistics of these measures, showing what 
the intimate and exact state of our commer¬ 
cial relations with those people is; but it is 
very great and vast ; and 1 think, while we 
are declaring to Spain what we will and 
what we will not submit to, in relation to 
Cuba, we ought at least to look North a little 
I ask the citizens of New York, of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, of Ohio, of Indiana, of Illinois, of 
Wisconsin, and of all the States bordering 
on the lakes- 

A Senator.—And Michigan. 

Mr. Hale.—Yes, sir; and Michigan. I had 
like to have forgotten Michigan. [Laughter.] 

I ask, is it not time to appeal to the citizens 
of all those States, and ask them if it is not 
worth while to turn a little of that watchful 
vigilance which has been so freely extended 
South, to the North ? The honorable Sena¬ 
tor from Michigan is in fuvor of extension 
aud annexation. So am I, sir; but I am in 
favor of haying a little extension northward, 
[tis a very remarkable fact in our history, 
whenever we have made a treaty relating to 
our Northern boundary you always cut off. 
and when a treaty relative to our Southern 
borders, we have taken on. That may he 
accidental. Probably it is entirely so.— 
[Laughter.] But, sir, there is one thing that 
may be said of it—it is a remarkable coinci¬ 
dence. Now let me come to this Monroe 
doctrine.- Is it a good one ? 

[Mr. Cass here read an extract from the 
work of Mr. Rush.] 

Mr. Hale.—I was saying that if was a re¬ 
markable fact, that in' ail our negotiations 
about territory, whenever we had negotia¬ 
tions about territory on the North, we gave 
up ; whenever it was about territory on the 
South, we look all. Audi will make anoth¬ 
er remark : iu this continual looking at the 
military aspects of these questions, why did 
you sell out a part of the State of Maine?— 
What did Great Britian want with it? Did 
she want to colonize it? She stated she on¬ 
ly wanted a military road ; she only wanted 
the means of annoying this country in time 
of war, whenever there was a confjjct be¬ 
tween the two nations. And we, I suppose, 
in the exercise of that Christian meekness 
which becomes a Christian people, sold out 
oyr territory oil this side of the St. Lawrence, 
to which every department of this Govern¬ 
ment was pledged that it was ours ; and it 
was so palpably ours that we could not nego¬ 
tiate it away, but we sold it to Great Britian, 
who, at the time she bought it of us, told us 
she wanted it for a road between her prov¬ 
inces on the Atlantic and Canada. If there 
ever was a time to maiutain the Monroe doc¬ 
trine, I think that was a good one. 

But that is not the whole of the history of 
the negotiation in reference to the North. 
The North is a large country, although it 
does not make much noise on ^ this floor.— 
How was it on the Oregon question ? Our 
title to that, 1 suppose, nobody will deny, un¬ 
less he means to deny the Polk and Monroe 
doctrine. Our title to that was « clear and 
indisputable.” What did we do in that ease ? 
We gave Great Britian three hundred thou¬ 
sand square miles of our indisputable terri¬ 
tory for the very purpose of colonizing it. 
Now according to the doctrines which have 
been proclaimed this morning, if Mexico, or 
anv other country on earth which had pos¬ 
session of this country, had undertaken to 
seli three hundred tliousaud square miles of 
territory on this continent, and Great Britian 
had bought it, it would have been a cause of 
war on the part of the United States against 
the country that had bought it. We did not 
sell it. We are clear of that offence. We 
only gave it to her. 

Once more in regard to the islands that lie 
off the coast. What did we. do in regard to 
them ? Why, we gave the British Vancou¬ 
ver’s Island, which commands the mouth of 
the Oregon river. That is all we did there. 

That is the history of the negotiation of 
this country, so far as the North is concered; 
aud I say now to the people of the North— 
to the 'Representatives of the North—that 

our commerce lies infinitely more at the mer¬ 


cy of Great Britian to-day, than it would if 
Great Britian owned every one of the West 
India islands: and I wonder why those gen¬ 
tlemen who are so fond of looking at our 
interests in contingencies that have not yet 
occurred, do not look at the Bahamas. I ttn- 
llerstatd from those gentlemen who are con¬ 
versant with the matter, that the Bahama 
islands are situated in such a position as 
more effectually to command the Caribbean 
Sea and the Gulf of Mexico than even Cuba 
itself; and that the course of the navigation 
is such as to bring the commerce that goes 
into and thrqugh those seas more directly 
within the reach of the gtmsof the Bahamas 
than of Cuba. Why did we not notify Great 
Britian that she shall not sell the Bahamas ? 

Mr. Shields.—Or Jamaica. 

Mr. Hale.—Yes, sir ; “Jamaica. Sir. the 
imagination can hardly conceive of what this 
country would lie—what an era of internal 
commerce, nod of progress, and of prosper¬ 
ity, would open upon this continent, if the 
Canadas, bordering the lakes upon the north, 
were united to this Union. Why, sir, it would 
lessen, in time of war, the necessity of our 
preparation full one-half. if those lakes and 
that country belonged to Great Britian. 

Why not make some timely effort ? Why 
not utter some word of warning 5 Why 
not give some notice iu regard to this coun¬ 
try, where we have a real, vital interest— 
where the danger is not remote and contin¬ 
gent, but where it is close at hand, aud where 
we have felt it once ? 

In a war with Great Britian we have felt 
something of the evils of the contiguity of 
Canada to the United States, It is in this 
view that I want to call the attention of the 
Senate, anti the country, and the people, to 
our relations with Canada as well as Culm. 
Why, sir, are wc going off the continent ? 
Why are we going to the islands of the 
sea, when here at our door, in our very 
midst, there is a country that possesses the 
means of annoying us infinitely more than 
Cuba ever can ? 1 will put tnyselfin a posi¬ 

tion by which I may he subjected to the sus¬ 
picion of intimating that it is because Great 
Britian has more means and ability to defend 
her possessii ns than Spain has. No, sir; it 
must he some! ting else. 

_ We are not so much bully and braggart 
that we will presume upon the weakness of 
n nation to tell her that she shall not do a 
thing, when we dare not tell another nation, 
that is stronger than her, that she may not 
do n thine would injure us infinitely more. 

Mr. President, the honorable Senator from 
Michigan says we have reached an epoch in 
our country. Sir, I have beard of epochs be¬ 
fore. Let me tell him an anecdote on that 
subject. I happened once to he present at a 
small party of gentlemen in the city of Bos¬ 
ton, and there was a very sagacious old gen¬ 
tleman present. It was about the time of 
the removal of the depnsites by General 
Jackson. A young man was in the company, 
who was full of indignation at it. He de¬ 
nounced it ns an act at war with every prin¬ 
ciple of government, and one likely to over¬ 
throw it. The old gentleman rather threw 
cold water upon the thing. “ But, sir,” said 
the young mau, bristling up, “I consider this 
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“Why; 


saitl the old man, “I I ave heen living 
sis nil iny life.” [Laughter.] Welle sir, that 
is just the way with this country. We have 
been living in epochs. 1 think we may be 
denominated the people of epochs. They 
come upon us every day nnti every hour. 
The epoch of to-day will he succeeded by 
the epoch of to-morrow aud one will make 
about as much impression ns the other. 

The honorable Senator has found fond for 
some of his remarks in some comments 
which he lias seen iu a Buffalo newspaper. 

I do not read newspapers, and that is the 
reason 1 do not make so many visionary 
speeches ns some people. That is the rea¬ 
son why my remarks tire always so practical. 

Mr. Cass.—Bowers of nature could no fur¬ 
ther go. 

Mr. Hale.—But, sir, there was one remark 
which fell front the honorable Senator, which 
pained me. All the rest I was gratified at. 
He says there is no people on the globe that 
evinces such a wnnt of patriotism as the 
pennle of the United States. 

Mr. Ca-s.—I beg the Senator’s pardon. I 
said there was no country where there were 
many persons, unfortunately, wanting it. 

Mr. Hale.—Then it amounts to this: that 
no country in the world has so many who 
gyince.a want of patriotism ns this country. 

I confess I do not see the difference lietween 
that and what I stated as the position of the 
honorable Senator; but he does, and I there¬ 
fore will give him the full credit of it: but I 
think that in cooler moments, when the im¬ 
pulses of warm blood shall have subsided, 
and the reflection of maturity comes to that 
Senator, [laughter,] he will regret that re¬ 
mark, because it is an imputation on the 
motives of our fellow-citizens, in which I 
think he ought not to indulge. This is a 
country where freedom of opinion is tolera¬ 
ted to a very alarming extent, ns some gen¬ 
tlemen think. It is a country where the free¬ 
dom of opinion finds a ventin' freedom of 
words to a very remarkable extent, as we 
have had an illustration to-day ; and I would 
not be astonished, if in this country of free 
thought and free s|ieech there should at times 
be sentiments uttered not at all accordant to 
the opinions of the majority as to what pa¬ 
triotism may require ; biit, sir, 1 think that a 
decent degree of candor and charity will iu- 
dueeall to do credit to those who differ from 
its; and if they do not think as we do, we 
may, at least with charity, if we cannot with 
candor, believe that although they do not see 
as we do, they are yet none the less friends 
of our country, true, just, and patriotic. 

Both the honorable- Senator from South 
Carolina and the honorable Senator from 
Michigan have referred to a remark which I 
made in relation to this country backing out. 
I wish to say something in reference to that. 
Whenever the emergency does come that 
calls upon the people of this country to throw 
aside- the pursuits of peace, aud go out ren¬ 
dering themselves, it may be, the victims for 
their country’s good- whenever the defence 
of our firesides and our homes shall call for 
the true-hearted and the brave, they will be 
ready to go out and to die in their country’s 
behalf. My word for it, you will not always 
find the most self-denying patriots amongst 
those who have made the loudest profes¬ 
sions.; but in the quiet retirement of life — 
in the shades of privacy—you will find the 
true hearts that have never given utterance 
to noisy sentiments—men who have not spec¬ 
ulated'nor acted upon the course of political 
events which have had so important an in¬ 
terest upon the destiny of their country, and 
therefore have not been heard to utter'senti¬ 
ments of what was or what was not becom¬ 
ing the country ; you will find from them 
many and many a man eonae forward, who 
will, by eloquent action, put to silence the 
declamation of those whose hot-headed coun¬ 
sels have plunged the country into what may 


innecessary War. I think that will he 




Sir, I have very little to say for myself. I 
do not know hut’that when the emergency 
may come, as Falslaff said on nnnther oc¬ 
casion, I shall be found to he little better 
than a coward ; I will not sav that I shall not, 
hut 1 will say this—that if { should, I would 
be an unfit representative of the people that 
sent me here. The little State that I have 
the honor in part to represent—for a little 
while—although it is not large, and although 
its people are uot wealthy nor numerous, I 
believe it is generally admitted, lias acted 
well her part in the great drama of the coun¬ 
try’s history. I believe that amongst the pa¬ 
triotic men that have maintained our rights 
in the field, or vindicated them upon the floor 
of the Senate, while at least the Senator from 
Michigan has a place in the memory of the 
people, New Hampshire may not he ashamed 
of her history. Anil, sir. 1 will tell the hon¬ 
orable Senator, that in ail convulsions and 
trials of war lo which the country has been 
subjected, I believe of the “ Old Thirteen ” 
she is the only State whose soil was never 
impressed by the footsteps of an enemy, nl- 
•thourli she runs from the Atlantic ocean to 
Canada. It may be that the country was too 
poor to attack ; I do not say that it was not, 
but I claim the fact of history. Let it go for 
what it is worth. I think however, consid¬ 
ering the character of the soil and the peo¬ 
ple, that those who would make the attempt 
would find it a bad bargain to undertake to 
invade it. 

Now, I have n single word more to say; 
-anet when I say “ word,” 1 use the term in a 
Pickwickian sense, the sense in which it is 
generally used in the Senate—a meaning 
which 1 believe a distinguished friend of 
ours, no longer here, and whose absence 1 
regret, gave to the term “ word ” I refer to 
the honorable Senator fiom Mississippi, [Mr. 
Foote.] I have a word to say about the des¬ 
tiny of the country, in to which so much lias 
been said. The honorable Senator from 
Michigan qualified it, and said lie would not 
speak about “ manifest destiny;” but lie went 
on to say that we do not want to he circum¬ 
scribed ; that we want room ; that there is 
hardly room enough for us in this narrow 
space between the Atlantic on the one side 
and the Pacific, on the other, with the Gulf 
of Mexico for a washbasin, lie thought 
these were rather circumscribed limits for 
such a progressive people as we are. 

Sir, 1 dissent from those sentiments. 1 do 
not think that our progress should he in get¬ 
ting more territory, until we have improved 
what we have got. And I do not think our 
desire should bo to ge! more people until we 
have educated, and refined, and improved, 
those whom we have already, and tint I we 
have given homes to these,all those, who are 
homeless, from the vast and immense terri¬ 
tory which we now possess. VVe do not 
want any more territory; oor business and 
home, and it is to improve 
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elevate, and to ameliorate, the condi 
mankind. It is to show to the despots of the 
Old World, by the practical results which 
are to follow from the experiment which we 
are making,that the institutions under which 
we live are those which are most eminently 
calculated to advance the highest interests of 
man, and subserve the great purposes of so¬ 
cial and civilized society. It is by the arts 
Sof peace, bv the multiplication of the means 
of internal communication, by railroads uml 
canals, by commerce, by education, by the 
general diffusion of information, and by all 
the menus, which are ulmudaut, and which 
wealth and power give us, of doing what we 
j can to dem ins’trate to the world, that so far 
ns the great put poses of the Creator may be 
understood in the creation of man, and plac¬ 
ing him on this globe to work out the great 
experiment of luimitii probation, that here 
are concentrated the must favorable circum¬ 
stances for that experiment which the world 
has ever seen. 

While 1 tun up, let me entreat gentlemen, 
let me entreat Senators, to consider the po¬ 
sition in which we are placed. 1 will tdke 
up the remark of the honorable Senator from 
Michigan, and say with him,We do live in an 
epoch, a most rernavkable one, but it is an 
e|ioclt that goes back far beyond the mere 
exciting interests of the day. It goes back 
to llie-lime whan that great principle was 
first enunciated, that governments were in¬ 
stituted among men by their consent, and 
for their good. That is the epoch in which 
we live; that is the experiment which we are 
trying. 

Sir, the history of the world, up to the 
time of this experiment, shows that the ef¬ 
forts that man hail before made for the ame¬ 
lioration of liis character, hntl signally failed. 
It is true,there were not wanting revolutions. 
There were not wanting times when the peo¬ 
ple, borne down by oppressions too intolera¬ 
ble to lie endured, had risen up in the ener¬ 
gy of despair, and thrown off the yoke of 
the master who oppressed them ; but it was 
only that another tyrant might come in liis 
place. That was the history of the world 
up to the time of our experiment; and it 
would seem, if it he not too irreverent to un¬ 
dertake to scan the councils of Omnipotence, 
that the Almighty had become tired of the 
successive attempts which men had made to 
govern themselves, to submit themselves to 
the successive attempts which men had made 
to govern themselves, to submit themselves 
to the mild sway of popular institutions de¬ 
riving their force mid their support from their 
own consent. But we may magine the Gen¬ 
ius of Liberty pleading before the throne of 
Omnipotence, and asking that one more ex¬ 
periment might be tried; aud then,when the 
fullness of time had come, there was re¬ 
vealed to the eye- of sense this new conti¬ 
nent; and the pilgrims of patriotism and 
j piety come over here, that they might lay 
j anew the foundations of the great Temple 
I of Liberty, and build up its foundation a 
I superstructure wide enough for the oppress- 
! ed of all nations to enter in and he at rest. 

Sir, this is the experiment which tvr- are 
to try, and this is the experiment which we 
; are to perfect. Our fathers were aware of 
the great trust that was committed to their 
| hands; ami when they cut loose from the 
! country which had sent them here—sent 
: them here, not by its fostering care, but by 
| its oppression—they proclaimed certain great 
: fundamental and eternal principles as the 
j basis of their action in all time to come; anti 
i these are eloquently and forcibly embodied 
: in the Declaration of Independence. But 
our fathers pledged everything they had. 
They pledged life, fortune, and honor, to the 
maintenance of the principles winch they 
then avowed and put forth. 

Sir, that fledge is binding upon us. lie 
are in the possession and enjoyment of the 
privileges which they obtained ; and the part 
that we have to perform is, to see that those 
principles characterize our action ami policy, 
and are carried out to a full development aiid 
perfection. That, I look upon as the mission 


of this country. Thar, I look upon as the 
destiny of this country, if it is ti tle—true to 
its principles, and true to the purposes of a 
beneficent Providence, in planting us here. 
If we forget this; if we are led nwav and 
dazzled by the halo of military renown ; if 
our judgments ore warped by the grnspings 
of covetousness, which will never l>e satisfied 
as long ns anybody else owns land contigu¬ 
ous to nSjthen ■—1 have been accused ofpropb- 
ccying— it needs no prophet, it needs no oth¬ 
er prophecy than that which the light of ex¬ 
perience gives us, to foretell us that we shall 
foil, utterly fail, and we shall go the way of 
the republics that have preceedcd us. Some 
gentlemen think we have built our forttess 
so strong that it cannot he shaken ; that we 
have established ourselves upon a foundation 
so strong that we cannot he moved. Sir, how 
old are we ? Not a hundred years yet. How 
old was the Roman Re; uhlic when it was 
overthrown ? I think more than six hund¬ 
red yenis. When we have lived half that 
lime ; when the wisdom of our institutions 
anil the character of our citizens have been 
tested by an experience one-half as long ns 
that to it*ich the Roman Republic was sub¬ 
jected, it will be time enough for us to erect 
our trophies, and set lip our ninnmm-nts, and- 
sav that we have succeeded ; that the great 
experiment has been tried, the great question 
solved, nnd the truth settled, that man is ca¬ 
pable of self-government. 

Mr. President,1 am not one of those whose 
hearts are full of forebodings of evil; and 
the honorable Senator Cannot, when I under¬ 
take to say what I believe will lie the result 
of things, retort upon me the failure of the 
prophecies of disaster that occurred iu reganl 
to the war of 1812. I tell the Senator that I 
was hut six years old at that time; and there¬ 
fore, whatever reproaches there may ho 
against those that prophecied evil then,! wns 
not one of them. However much he may 
think I have followed in their footsteps now, 

I did uot begin so early as that. No, sir; 
nty heart is not despairing. 1 believe that a 
glorious future is before, this country. I be¬ 
lieve that a high and glorious destiny awaits 
her. 1 believe that tin; only thing that can 
defeat her of the glorious destiny which lies 
waiting for her to grasp, is her own tinfaiili- 
fiiluess to the principles upon which our in¬ 
stitutions are founded. Those principles arc 
not those of conquest; they are not those of 
rapine. We are not to he the knights-errant 
of the world, to go abroad Over the continents 
of the earth and the islands of the sea, pro¬ 
claiming the gospel of our liberty, and ful¬ 
minating the penalty of our sword against 
those who will not he baptized into our faith. 
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home. Our destiny is on our own continent, 
on our own shores. It is to improve, to ele- 
vote,to advance—in what? In territory ?— 
No, sir; we have got enough of ir. In mili¬ 
tary reuown ? No, sir; we have got enough 
of that. Is any nmn, woman, or child, with¬ 
in the heating of my voice, disturbed with 
one single fear that we cannot maintain suc¬ 
cessfully everything which is our right,against 
auy atifl all llie Powers of the earth ? I be¬ 
lieve not. 

! desire to cal] the attention of the Senate 
to another fact hit fore I leave this subject, and 
that is the one alluded to by the honorable 
Senator from Florida [Mr. Mallory] the 
other d;iy. Why do von want to repeat this 
declaration? If you really mean what you 


t'menL or the islands adjacent thereto, there 
is a fact, a “fixed tact,” of which we are no¬ 
tified by the proclamation of the British au¬ 
thorities, which will put you to the test.— 
Great Britain has—you do not want any in¬ 
quiry abait it—established a colony of the 
“Bay of Islands.” If the declaration of Mr. 
Monroe has the broad meaning which the 
honorable Senator from Michigan gives to it, 
there is no occasion for repeating it over 
again. The time has cmne for acting; the 
fact haagranspired ; the issue is before you. 
Great Britain is here on the continent; she 
has colonized the “Bay of Islands;” she lias 
instituted a Government there; nnd.sir, she 
has done that, not only in violation of the 
Monroe doctrine, but, if I understood the 
honorable Senator from Michigan, iu viola¬ 
tion of her solemn treaty obligations. Then, 
here is a case. We need not make any pro¬ 
fession of what is right for a free and inde¬ 
pendent nation to do ; for the'resohilion says 
that “it will leave us free to adopt such meas¬ 
ures ns any indepemlenrnntion may justly 
adopt in defence of its rights anti honor.” if 
the resolution has that meaning, the case is 
before you—the time has come. If you mean 
what von have said, this is the time, not for 
resolution hut for aetion; and you should sat¬ 
isfy yourselves with no vague declarations 
that you will do what an independent nation 
is free to do, when, if that means, what it has 
been contended it does mean, it has been vi¬ 
olated, the Monroe doctrine trampled under 
foot, the faith of a treaty violated, and Great 
Britain, in the face of all this, has established 
a colony upon this continent. 

For these reasons I am opposed to passing 
this joint resolution, unless you include Can¬ 
ada in it. If you will put that in—and, sir, ! 
will not object if anybody else should add to 
the resolution an amendment notifying all 
the other Governments of the earth which 
own any islands about our continent. I do 
not pretend to be so good a geographer as 
some gentleman. 1 would he willing to have 
it amended as broadly as that, and let it he a 
general notice to all the kings and potentates 
of the earth, that we have money enough to 
buy them out of this cwninenr, and that we 
will uot allow them to sell to anybody else. 
1 am willing,! say,if patriotism requires such 
a wide margin as that, to go that tar; hut I 
am not willing to pick out Spain from all the 
rest, and give her the notice alone. Wltat 
has Spain done ? Why is she to be talked 
to in this manner ? Is it because she has got 
a rich island, and we think she will uot de¬ 
fend it with suelt zeal anti ability ns Great 
Britain would defend her possessions? I 
sav, l am not willing to be invidious iu mak¬ 
ing a selection of Spain, when ‘there are so 
manv nations around us and all about us.— 
Spain is an old ally of ours, as old as the 
Revolution. She furnished us aid iu that 
great struggle in which our liberties were se¬ 
cured, am! from the time of the treaty of 
peace of 1783 down to the present time, the 
amicable relatit ns which existed between 
this country and Spain have never been dis

This far exceeded the anticipations of the 
most sanguine, after it became certain that the 
thaw had swept the sleighing almost entirely 
from the State. In such a case to see a full, 
resolute, enthusiastic Convention, was an ani¬ 
mating sight.

Vinton, were appropriate, eloquent, soul-stir¬ 
ring, and left a delightful influence on the Con-, 
vention. Many of the people of Augusta, and 
members of the Legislature, were present. 

The spirit of the Convention was hopeful, 
resolute, fraternal. All differences of the past 
■were perfectly healed, and mutual confidence 
and esteem prevailed. All allusion to those 
matters, except as fraternally adjusted, was ev¬ 
idently unwelcome to the Convention. And 
we wish to say what we had no time to say 
there—that we honor and confide in none more 
fully than those with whom we differed. We 
loye them as brothers, and so they are. The 
prudence with which that subject has been con¬ 
ducted prepared the way for this happy result. 
The party is now a unit. 

The nomination_of Dr. Holmes was made all 
but in form, befool?the Convention met. A let¬ 
ter from him was read, requesting that no ref¬ 
erence be had to any thing personal to himself, 
but that the good cause alone should be eon- 
si iered.

In the summer 
they migrate north, and are off Marshfield, 
sometimes by the middle of June, and some¬ 
times not till July. When the weather is 
mild, and the sea smooth, they come close * 
to the shore, or into the mouth of the riv¬ 
ers and little crooks, and sometimes, in- < 
deed, they appear to be driven almost out of 
water by the sharks and porpoises, which 
follow them in front the sea. They are ta¬ 
ken, he said, by the seine, in the common 
way, drawn to the shore, and hauled offim- 
mediately to their destined use. 

Until this year, he says, that he has only 
used these fish by spreading them directly 
on the surface of the land, and as he does 
not hold to manuring by halves, the quantity 
is not spared. Ten, twelve, or fourteen cart 
loads, each weighing twenty six or twenty 
seven hundred, are allowed to the acre.— 

There has been a notion prevailing to some 
extent that this Species of manure stimulates 
the land too much, and soon exhausts it. In 
refutation of this notion, Mr. Webster show¬ 
ed me a field which was thus dressed in 1834 
and which has yielded an abundant crop of 
hay every year since. This year twenty 
acres have been heavily fished, and the fish 
plowed immediately in, and the land is des¬ 
tined for corn next year. 

A great mass of compost is also made by 
mixing earth or common loam with fish, in 
the proportion of about four loads oi earth 
to one of the fish, and putting in lime as an¬ 
other ingredient. This being done in the 
Summer, the whole mass is dug up or turned 
over, and mixed anew in the Autumn or 
Winter, and in-the ensuing Spring it is found 
an excellent manure for any farming purpose 
whatever. His gardens, meadows, pastures 
and plowed lands all hear proof of the utili¬ 
ty of this species of manure.
